vNo Communists Wanted 
The new Utility Workers Union 


of America (CIO) contented itself 
with some self-evident truths in 
explaining why it barred Commun- 
ists from membership at its first 
convention. One of the union offi- 
cers stated that 99 per cent of wor- 
kers in the utility industry are op- 
posed to communism or any other 
ism, and explained their stand 
thus: 
"We feel that communism is op- 
posed to Americanism and to all 
Tyco institutions. . .Members of the 
communist Party alsvays put their 
loyalty to the party ahead of the 
union or any other interest." 
These facts arc familiar in and 


out of organized labor. And surely 
no one knows them better than 
the membership of unions that har- 
bor Communists 
in their bosom. 
Yet it is significant that none of 
these unions has seen fit as yet to 
curb its Communist members. And 
it is particularly significant that 
the first sucli move should come 
from a union of utility workers. 
, These workers are in a ticklish 
'Jpol. Steel and automobile unions 
can 
conduct protracted 
strikes 
without arousing too much -public 
muttering. Even the coal workers' 
annual walkout is taken calmly. 
But when utility workers threaten 
a strike, they are threatening a 
shut-off of light or power or water. 
They are threatening health and 
life. And they are threatening their 
union's future by inviting strong 
public condemnations.

So it would seem that this new 


CIO union has embarked on a sen- 
sible course which other and older 
iftiions might follow to the eventual 
benefit of all labor.

Fifteen .miles northwest of Law- 


ton, 
Okla., in the holy city of the 


Wichita mountains, 150,000 persons 
arc expected to watch a 
sunrise 
pageant in which a cast of more 
than 1,000 will depict thq life, cruci- 
fixion, and resurrection of Christ, 
while another observance will be 
held at the rim of the Grand Can- 
yon National Park in Arizona—at 
Bright Angel point.

Court Martial 
Executed 142 
During War

Court Martial sentences sent 142 
soldiers to their deaths during the 
war years and ensuing months, a 
House Military sub-committee dis- 
closed today in recommending an 
extensive overhaul for the Army's 
system of justice. ' 
The group reported that in the 
period between Dec.' 7, 1941 and 
Feb. 22, 194.6, 72 men 
were 
ex- 


ecuted for murder, 51 for rape 
18 for murder and rape, and one 
for desertion. 


The findings were set forth in 
a 25,000-word document sharply 
critical of what the subcommittee 
called the injustices, the extreme 
severity 
of 
sentences 
and 
the 
partiality resulting from the ex 
isting Court Martial system. 


The full military committee, i 
was learned today, has temporar 
ily tabled the subcommittee's 
re 
port at the war department's re 
quest, but will consider it next 
month. Army witnesses probably 
will be heard before the full com- 
mittee takes any formal 
action.
